oountries and ofton vory injurious to pardons. Boin.ir nooturnal in 
thoir habits and oapatilc of oxtroino olonoation. so that thoy can pa.ss 
through vory narrow oldnks. thoy have lioon kmwn t.i destroy an 
entire crop of early tomatoes on one, of the Florida Keys without being 
detected until search was made at night with lanterns. During the 
hours of davlight tln'y retreated to the interstices of the coral rock 
whore in thi.-T case, although existing in immense, numbers, they 
remained invi.sible. The present specimen was submitted to tho author 
of this paper, who has made a special study of these, animals, in order 
that the species might bo determined and any facts of interest in regard 
to it be placed on record.

Drxft'qitioii. Length, about 21 mm.; breadth, i'i; breadth of .sole, 3; 
female oritice from sole. 2, from margin, scarcely 2. from anterior end 
about 11 mm; thc'se measurements all from a dried individual. Dor.sal 
surface uriimdai’ with small warts; ••olor. cotloo-brown marbled with 
black; no dorsal band. Under surface whitish. Anatomy not deter- 
minable from the matoriid available.

Apparently nearest to V. (jiJxoi,} Collinge. from the Fiji Islands, but 
the sole is broad.-r (mjuxxhl 3. (jihon'i 2..1 mm.) and the female gener- 
ative orilice appears to be more distant from the .sole. In size and 
color the aniuud agrees la irly well with (///.ve/o .■ at h'ast, the ditlerence 
of color might Ix' due to variation. From V. hnniiieK Collinge. of the 
New Hel.rides. our animal dillers in the position of the female gener- 
ative oriti<-e. IT /ilchcHi Fischer, from New Cah'donia. may also be 
uoiiiparocl.

If this spt'cii's inhal)it(*(l soim* eontinrntal area, it would not a])pear 
woi'th whih* to deserihe tlu* ina(h*(|uate inati*rial obtained; hiit the 
oceurrenee of a V< V(>)ihuH<i in Tahiti is so int(*r(‘stin^- that it sn(*ms 
desirable to call att(*ntion to it. Tin* marine (‘iirr(*nts appear to s(*t 
from Tahiti toward tin* Fijis, Now Caledonia, etc., so it does not seem 
likely, on the surface of thing’s, that tin* V< rontcdla reaclu'd Tahiti on 
rtoatino* trees. Tahiti also s(*(*ms to be out of tin* way of commerce 
from tin* islands westward, thoiio-h this is a matt(*r on Avhich 1 am not 
well informed.
